PROBLEM FOR LEGISLATIVE SCLUTION

Brief Mistory of the Convict Lubor Con-

tract from B Stout Down to B
Dorgnn, Who Clnlins to Be the
Present Assigoec.

LINCOLN, Dee, 6.—(8peainl.)—In Ll
hurly burly incldent to the fallure of thd
Caplital Natlonal bank in January, 1583,
and the trinl acd conviction of ©, W,
Mosher, now In the Sloux Falls, 8. D,
penitentiary, there In one [lHtle matter, in-
volving some $256,000, that has been swept

under the current of evonts and lost to sight,
In view of the near approach of the legis-
latlve seselon, It 18 pertinent that the de-
talls of the matter be given to the publlc
The alpha of this affair dates back to Feb
roary 26, 1879, and the omega Is not yyh In
sight,

The agreoment entered Into Ly the state
of Nebrasia and Willlam H. B, Stout, by
virtue of which the latter leasod the con-
viet labor of the state, was made on the
224 of September, 1877, The Board of Pub-
lHo Lands and Bulldings at that time com-
prised F. M. Duavis, land commissioner;
Bruno Taschuck, secretary of state; J. O,
MeBride, state treasurer, and George H.
Ruberte, attorney general. The terms of
tho lease of the conviet labor were for six
yenrs from the 1st day of October, 1877. To
Btout this contract was o most wvaluablo
one, It ralned money Into his Individual
tréasury, No one e¢ver heard bim clalm to
be o loser by the deal, Under this Hberal
contract the state leased to Stout “the state
penitentiary of the state of Nebraska, aml
all the grounds, yards, shopg and outhild-

Inga connected with the same, and prop-
erty belonging thereto” 1t agreed to pay
Blout *“#0 cents per diem por eaplta for

ench nand every convict in the penitentiary

for the full term of two years, from the
1at of October, 1877, and the sum of o)
centy per dlem per capita for each and

every convict confined In the pendtentiary
for the full term of two years from October
1, 1570 Fifty cents per dlem per capita
was 1o be pald Stout for each conviet for
the full term of two yenrs from October ),
1881, and yntil the cunclusion of the lease.
And the state agreed to “hire, set over apd
convey to sald Stout as fully asx by law
they are empowered to do so, all the labor,
wervices, earnings and wages of ench and wl!
eonviots that now are or hereafter shall Ihr
confined In sald penitentiary or sentenced
theroto  during aod at all times for th
term _of slx years,"

In consideration of this Stout agreed to
board and clothe all guch conviets, pay all
expenses incurred In the malmtenance of Lhe
penitentiary, locluding salaries and com-
peneations of necossary offieers and guards
for six years from October 1, 1877, and re-
#tore the bulldings, shops, yards and grounds
at the end of his term as contractor In au
good condition as they then were,

In this agreement there Is Inserted a clause
which has no Nttle slgnifleance In connection
with a subsequent default In the construction
of eighty stone and lron cells, estimated to
cost about $800 aplece. It s ns follows:

“The state reserves the pight to make any
and all temporary or permanent lmprove-
ments and bulldings pertaining In any man-
ner to the penltentiary, or any part or por-
tion thereof, and the right to use the grounds
knd buildings during the time of construc-
tion."

In 1870, when Btout discovered the pecu-
llar rvichness of his contract, the logislature
enacted a law extending this contract for a
poriod of six years, from 1888, the date of
the termination of the original contract. The
eonditions of this extension were that, in
eousideration thereof, Stout “shall build and
erect Inn good and substantial manner, at his
own expense, for the use of the sftate, and
turn the same over to the stute free of
charge Octluber 1, 1886, two hundred and
forty stone cells, clghty of which cells shall
be gompleted within  nine  months”  from
February 268, 1870, and the remalnder, or one
hundred and sixty ecells, to be completed by
the 18t of Oceober, 18871, There was an-
other change In the original conditions that
provided that Stout should recelve only 45
cents per day for each conviet for the first
three years of the extended lease, and but
40 cents por day for the second threo years,
and that after January 1, 1880, there should
be provided *"“for each and every Nebraska
prisoner one cell,"

On February 27, 1883, the leglalature passed
an acl extending the time within which these
‘eells should be completed. 1t is short:

“Be It enacted by Lthe leglsiature of the
state of Nebrasha:

“Hecllon 1. That the time within which the
lesses of the state penitentiary shall com-
plete 240 stone celle in sald penitentiary |s
hercby extended to a time not longer than
the fNrst day of October, 1885, Provided,
that 100 of aald 240 cells sholl be  com-
pleted on oy before October 1, 1883,

“Sec. 2. All acls and parts of nets Incon-
Eistent herowith are hercby repealed.”

On March 2, 1887, the prison contract run-
ning to Btout was transferred to C. W.
Mogher by a leglslative act approved on that
+ date. The contract wan then extended for
the perlod of ten years, from the fArst day of
October, 1883, “to sald €. W. Mosher, sub-
ject to  all  tho condiljons  and  pro-
vidions  contained Iy mald  original con-
tract** On Awpgust 1, 1887, Mosher entered
into a bend with the state In the spm of
21100,000,  which was (uly approved  The
Doard of Public Londs and Bulldings com-
prised at that tima, John Steen, land com-
missloner; 3. L. Lawe, secretary of state, and
Willlany Laene, attorney general,

Onn hundred and sixty aof
cells  only have been ecompleted
der the provielons of Btout's original
contract, s  numercous  extensions  and
tranvfors. Fighty cells have besn vwirtu-
ally pald for by the state of Nebraska, and
they are wot visible, The east wing of the

allentlary s comploted, -but It Is useloss

n defanit of the eolls In direct confllet
with the provieizns of the act making the
ecntrset, convicts In the west wing are com-
pvl]tl’to doohle up In thelr cells, It I
i prison sttaches that the eonviets pre-
fer to do =m0, as they are lonely without a
roommate.  But the facts remaln that there
I not sniliclent cell room in the prison, and
the eighty stone cells bargained for by the
stele In 1570 have not been built and are
badly nceded.

Bix years after the transfer of Btout's con-
truot to Mosher, earrving with It all the obli-
gatlons Ineurred by Biout, the deluge came,
and Mesher was swepl under.  The termas of
the transfer of ‘dosher's cootraet to Willlam
Porgan are smbdguont.  So far it has not
beer officlally reeogulzed by the state, But
the bendsmon of Mesher would eertainly seem
lable for the gresa and hitherto unexplained
default the completion of these elghty

Horrible Tale of Brawslity from the Indian

Territory,
KANSAS CITY, Dec. T.—A specinl to the
Times from Guthrle, Okl., says: A story
of atrocity, emacking of the usages of o

barbario country, comes from David, a small
town in the interior of Indian tertitory. As
Alated In these dispatches ab the time, Colonel
A. J. Blackwell, well known in the west, wus
arrested for selling land, and, according to
the Cherokee laws, sentencied to deéath for
high trenson. Blackwell, when the territory
firat opened for settlement, founded  the
town of David and started a new seet, pre-
tending to be a prophet sent of God. He
engendered the i1l will of & number of Chiro
kees, who, (it is now sald, hatelied up a con-
spiracy to put Lim out of the way., Al any

rale, two weeks ngo Blockwell was laken
from the mudst of his family by order of
the Cherokee council, and beéing brought to

Ularemont, was placed in.close confinement,
Since then he lias not been allowsd to even
communicate with the outside world, and has
heen fed wpon bread and water.  On Mon-
day, the =lory goes, Blackwell, afier being
¢lean shaven and stripped of his clothes, was
brought bLefore Chlef Ohaha, who was then
helding a suab-gouncil, and ugked to confors,
Blackwell answersd that he had no confes.
slon to make; that he wae the votlm of a
milicions conspiracy, and asked to be e
leased. Iostead, he was carried off bodily
to the ""Needles,”" a place of torture adjoin-
Ing the prison, where he was subjected to
tregtment horeible o the  extreme. Ten
bucks, danelug aronud thelr vietim, and each
wielding a steel wsed for the purpose, jabbed
the naked flesh of DMackwell.  Thelr terrible
cries of “ki ¥i" and torture were Kept up
till Blackwell, blexding and faint from the
dozens of punctures In his flesh, sank to the
ground. In this conditlon he was finally
taken back to his former etll, and still re-
malns in frons, hand and foot, notwithatand-
Ing the fervent appoeanls of his relatives and
friends.

What mak:s the caose more complioated Is
the fact that Blackwell s a full fedged
American, and hnrs no Cherokes blood in
him, as bas been stated. Fis trial has not
heen set, and what further Indignities awail
Lim romalng to be séen,

De¢ Lessops was born at Versalller, France,
November 18, 1805, In 1828 he entered the
diplomatic service as an attache of the con-
sulate at Lisbon, and subsequently served in
like positlons el=ewhere, He was consul at
Barcelona In 1542 when that elty was bom-
barded, and woas zealous in the protection of
the lives and property of Freneh eltizens,
and afforded an asylum to Spanlards on board

T.—Ferdinand de Lessepr Is

the wveszels of the French Weat. He was
among the firet to urge the expediency of
constrocting o canpl across the lsthmus of

Sueg, connecting the Mediterranean sea and
the Indian ocean. After unremiiting effort
for many yoars he obtalned o firman feom
Sald Pagha In 1854, and enlisting French and
English capitalléts undertook the work, which
was vigorously proseouted to completion de-
spite many obstacles that would have dig-
courngetl & less resolute man,

The viceroy of Egypt granted a concession
In 1866, The practicability of the project
was gquestioned by many of the most eminent
englneers of the world, and he was ridicoled
all  over BEurope, and especlully ' by the
English englnters, The work was begun in
1860, It soon commanded the attention of
various governments, which subseribed liber-
ally to the undertaking as the work pro-
gressed and its practicabllity became asaured
The Turkish government tendered substantial
help, but this was constried ns an attempt
to strengthen the political power of the
Porte In Egypt, and was resisted by the
olher powers Interested, principally Great
Hritain and France. Work was suspended
for a time on account of these complications,
but finully the matter was submitted to
arbltration and satisfactorily adjusted.

A cani) of sufllclent depth to admit of the
parsnge of small steam vessels was opened
August 15, 1865, and by degrees the ohannel
wns deepened and enlarged so that small
ships and schooners were enabled o pass
through in March, 1867.

August 14, 18680, the waters of the
Mediterranean mingled with those of the
Red sea, anid the formal opening of the eanul
was celebrated with great pemp nnd rejolc-
Ing at Buez, and on November 18 the canal
wis formally opened to Port Sald. Repre-
sontatives aof all the principal governments
of Burope were present on this oceasion and
the fetes were among the mosgt imposing ever
witnessed in modern times. A grand pro-
cessional fleet consisting of forty vessols
successfully mode the pussuge from Port 8ald
to Ishmallle,

A few doys after thls event M. de Les-
seps marrled Mlle. Antard de Braggard, n
young Creole of English extraction and con-
slderable wealth, He recelved haonorable
decorations from nearly every government
of BEurope., Queen Victoria's gift was hie
nomination s an honorary Enight grand
commander of the Order of the Star of
Indla. The freedom of the city of London
was nl#o presented to hlm. In 1873 he wau
chosen a free member of the French acad-
emy. ¢ published a history of the canal
in 1875, In 1881 fie was elected president of
the French Geographical society. The Eng-
lish government endeavored to secure his
sorviees In cutting a second canal, but the
negotiations feill through, owing to opposi-
tion in the House of Commons, and the sub-
sequent absorption by English capitalists
of a controlling Interest In the existing
canal.

Turning his attentlon th the new world
M. de Lessepa undertook the corsvtructlon of
n ennal across Lhe Isthmus of Pannmn. The
original capital of tne company, 600,000,000
francs, was exhausted, when the subscribera
refused to advanes more money, and the en.
terprise was abandoned. M. de Lessops'
private fortune was alko absorbed In the
undertaking, and he woas left comparatively
poor, He contltued his efforts to procures
means with which to prosecute the work, but
capital wag timid,

In 1880 the Panama company, finding that Its
eredit was becoming weakened with the pub-
lie, brecame convinced that, in order to at-
tract new shareholders, it was necessary to
have something better than mere promises,
in- which the subscribers began to lose falth.
It started an Issue of bonds to which was to
be attached the Irresistible attraction of a
lottery, But for operations of this sort the
spreinl  permission of the government was
necessiury, and this had to be preceded by
the sanction of Parllament.  The object was
Lo abtain that sanetion, The Arst advances
in this direction were reoeived wvery ooldly.
The solicited permission carried with it the
danger of giving to the enterprise of M. de

Lessens an official seal that had been re-
Mised up to that time, The Counell of
Minigters, the Scenate, the Chamb:er, and the

majority of the press were not disposed to
favor It In spite of this almost general
indifference, the company succeeded In oblain-
ing the introduction ot the bill In conformity
with Its desires. The disclosures made re-
vealed that the presentation of this law was
obitainsd through the then minister of public
works, M. Bathaut, who demanded a mililon
of francs as the price of his services, Not-
withstanding this first suecess, pald for wo
dearly, this company was obliged to admit
the lmpossibllity of cariylng out (e entire
project, 1L withdrew Its riquest tempaorarily,
and once more tried the chance of o direct
appesl to  public  subse:iption. Fulling
finally in this, it returned in 1888 to the plan
of issuing bonds to be drawn by loL
Under the new form, and thanks to the abil.
ity with which It was presented as a prac-
tieal measure, the reguest for authorization
was finally granted.

It was during this last phasge of It exist-
ence that It scattered money dmong Lthe depu-
tles with the view of fecuring at any cost
the vote in which it exp=cted to find its last
chance of safety, The Investigation discov-
ersd the names of the 100 or 150 members of
the Chumber, who, It 18 =ald, traMcked in
thelr votes

As the result of these disclosures, (n 1804,
Do Losseps and others were brought to trial
and the count was convioted and sentenced
to soven years imprisonment, After he had
servedd a short portion of this sentence he
was pardoned, as it was seen that his days
were numbered,

Ing of statistica was reparted hlr the ex-
ecutlve committee witheut ite endorsement.
On motlon aof Frink Campbell of Knnsas
ity the conventlon decimed to #0 mem-
orlitllze congress, A strong measure looking
to the ralsing of the embargo on ments
and the obtaining of convineing  evidence
to dhow foreign notlons that our catile are
not diseased was recommended.  Improve-
ment of the consular gervice and the cur-
tadlment of free dally market reports were
touched op, but without recommendation.
The questlon of uniform guvertnmental in-
spection was nlgo urged,  The abolition of
lHve stock solleitors was suggested, The
subcommittes which hns charge of the ques-
tlon of the responsibility of commission
men asked, through Frank Cooper of Kan-
sur Clty, fur further time.

It was decided to memoriplize congress to
improve the consular system by making
the tenure of office more certuin, requiring
the consuls to furnish statiktics and other-
wisge nld In the establishment of commerce
with forelgn nations. After further consid-
erntion and discugsion of the executive come-
mittee's report the convention took a recess,

The time At the afterncon and
evening  seslsons  was  lnken up  with
the dizeussion  of three cases. The
firat of these was the erhbargo of for-

elgn countries on Amerlean live stock and
meat products, It woa deciled to petition
congress and the deparim 1o take such
action as will tend to Lt the embargo.

In regard to the second queMion—govern-

WASHINGTON, Dee. 7.—The

ment madeé exeluslvely by the Assoolnted
press In a cpble digpateh from Constantl-
nople that President CQleveland had  recon

sidered his origlnal Intention and decided to
send an Ameriean delegate with the Turkish
commisilon to examine Into Armenlan out-
rages  was shown to Seoretary Gresham
today. The department has been much In
the dark officially as to the Armenian
troubles, but nt last information was re-
celved that warranted action, and this has
been announced. The course of the United
States has been marked with great prudence
and a desire to refrain ak far as the dle-

tates of humanity would permit from any
entanglement in BEuropean politics. As the
signatory powers of the Berlin troaty at
the close of the Turko-Russlan war had

bound theniselves to look after the welfare
of the Christiuns In Turkey, it wonld have
heen unwarranteéd interferencs by the United
States In the affalrs of those couniries had
wo thken any stepy without any solleltation
from one or more of thesp powoers, Leyond

caring for the Interexts of United Stites
citizens In Turkey. Bo when Turkey pre
quested United Siatea Minlster Terrel

namoe a member of the commisslon of in
quiry the request was, for politio reasons,
declined.  Turkey had naturaily turned frst
to the United Statex as the only Christian
power whose conclusions would be likely to
carry welght with the Chrlstian world upon
whone sheolute diginterestedness ehe could
rely.. The great Christian powers of Burop
were all under suspicion of having designs
upon’ Turkish Integrity, yet It was nece

sary, Inorder to stem the tide of rislng In-
dignation, to place a Christion on the com-
migglon of inquiry If {ts Andings were to b
conclusive upon Burope.

PORTE COMPELLED TO YIBLD,

The United States having decllned to Join
in the commission, however, the porte was
obliged to yleld tb the extent of permitting
the European governments to name commis-
sloners, Up to this polnt the government
hnd beon in doubt as to the reallty of the
roported outrages. The Turkish government
had deelared positively that the Armenian
affalr was nothing but a rebellion, and that
it had been suppressed Inoa legitimate man-
ner. There had been a battle, some slxty or
seventy Turkish soldlers had been killed, and
the rebels had lost about 500 or 600 men.
But at this juncture came reports from
trusted agents diserediting the offclal re-
ports of the Turklsh government and afford-
ing reason for the belief that the Armenlans
haid * been torribly outraged. Then Great
Britain appealed to the United States In the
Intereat of justico and to secure a report
abovp musplclon and above contravention by
the Turks themselves to appoint o member
of tho committes of Inquiry. This appeal
turned the tide and Induced the president
o reconsider his decislon. But to avold any
dianger of entungloment with other powers,
which might sewult«in the end in making
the United States nn active party to a con-
troversy with which it is contended we have
properly nothing to do, the American repre-
sentative should, while Accompanying the
commliusion, aect with absclute Independence,
should hear what he could In Armenin, and
Instend of Jolning In the conclusions of the
eommission should make a separate report
to the Btate department,

7.—The Westminster
Gazette, commenting upon the dispateh to
the Dally News from Constantinople, saying
thut the sultan Invited Presidiént Cleveland
to gend o delegate with the Armenlan com-

mission, and wupon the Advertiser's Con-
etantinople dispateh saying that President
Cleveland had declined to do so, and that

Turkey in consequence had requested Eng-
land to nominate & consul to accompany the
Turkish commission, remarks that the in
vitation of the suitan looks like “pure dog-
gery and President Cleveland had properly
refused to be hoodwioked by the sultan's
profession of confidence in the upright char:
acter of the American diplomats. We may
regret that cirefmstances make It Impossible
to Intervene. At the same time had Presl-
dent Cleveland complied, the susceptibili-
ties of certain great powera might have been
tanched, and there 18 no doubt that a con.

REFUSED AND THEN CONSENTED,

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dee, 7.—President
Cleveland has sent a cable message here
saying that he has reconsidered his deeision
not to séend an Amerlean delegate with the
Armenlan commission appeiated o Inquire
Into the Armenian outrages, The president
adds thut he will allow the American legan-
tion here to nominate a delegate to accom-
pany the Porte's Armenian commisslon,

The Turkish government (» manifesting a
great desire to show the powers that the
United Btatea government was tho first asked
to #end a delegate with the Armenlan com
mission, but the Unlted States declined. The
earl of Kimberley, the British secretary of
slate for forelgn affalrs, was also requested
o nominate a delegate and he lmniediately
aesented,

Nobody here seems to know why President
Cleveland nt Arst declined (o send a dele
gate with the commisgsion, and it Is under-
stood that the United States and Great
Britain are still In communication upon the
subject, The finnl arrangements are as yet
incomplete, Turkish authoriiies say they be-
leve no such murders and excesses as those
described by the Armenlans were committed
by the regular Turkish wsoldiery, although
they say I Is posgible In thelr oparations
ngainst the rebelllous villages people may
have ueen killed, They clalm this trouble
was seized upon by the Armenians in order
to get up a political agitation,
